Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  privilege  to  present  the  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1953* 
Incorporated  with  the  report  is  that  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  Mr0  Shipp,  showing  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  and  the  inspection  duties  performed  by  himself  and 
the  Staff. 


Mr*  Shipp  entered  upon  his  duties  in  December  1953? 
following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Piper. 


Referring  to  the  details  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
the  incidence  was  not  excessive.  The  increase  in  measles  notifications 
was  anticipated  and  similar  to  that  in  neighbouring  districts.  There 
were  no  enteric  infections  notified,  and  no  case  of  food  poisoning  or 
diphtheria  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department. 

There  was  no  necessity  to  take  any  action  during  the  year 
under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  Section  47  (l). 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  comprehensive  sewerage 
schemes  serving  Winslow,  Stewkley,  Great  and  Little  Horwood,  Drayton 
Praslow  and  North  Mars ton,  are  encouraging  a  notable  increase  in  the 
building  of  good  class  property.  Further emo re,  property  owners  are 
seising  the  opportunity  to  bring  their  houses  up  to  a  high-. standard, 
improving  sanitation  and  modernising  kitchens.  Reports  to  date  from 
the  new  disposal  plant  effluents  are  excellent. 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council,  especially 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  the  Staff  as  a  whole  for  their 
continued  co-operation,  vigilance  and  assistance.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES, 

Hospitals . 

Hospital  accommodation  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals  Aylesbury.  Infectious 
disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital,  or 
one  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the,  Oxford  Camp. 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  A^ylesbury 
and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  or  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable. 

Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  within  the  Oxford  Region  when  there 
is  no  accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens. 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to 
the  Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital,  The  services 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised 
whenever  necessary.

Ambulance  Services.

The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Bucks  County  Council.  Five  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the ^ 
Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding  district 
Included  in  this  number  is  a  sitting  case  ambulance. 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Great  Horwood,  Stewkley 
and  Winslow,  and  a  Mobile  Welfare  Centre  visits  Mursley,  Newton 
Longville ,  Shenley  and  Swanbourne.

Eight  premises  in  the  district 
used  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  are  registered  under  Sec.  14 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  where  ice  cream  is 
manufactured.  Seventeen  retailers  are  registered,  all  of  whom 
sell  well  known  brands  of  pre-packed  ice-cream.  Routine  inspection 
has  shown  no  cause  for  complaint.

Routine  inspection  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation 
of  food,  chiefly  small  cafes  and  hotels,  has  shown  a  generally 
satisfactory  standard.

The  only  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  regarding 
damaged  and  dirty  milk  bottles.  In  these  cases  informal  action 
secured  the  necessary  improvement. 

REFUSE  GOT  I, EOT  ION  &  DISPOSAL . 

The  service  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

The  larger  capacity  vehicle  came  into  use  during  the  year 
and  has  greatly  assisted  in  coping  with  an  increasing  amount  of 
refuse.  It  must  be  remembered  that  with  house  building  '.at  its 
present  rate,  the  bulk  of  refuse  and  the  number  of  calls  to  be 
made  is  continually  rising.
